2. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the 
claim should be separated by a line indentation. See 37 CFR L75(i). See MPEP 608.01(m). 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. Note the 
explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 
USPQ2d 203 1, 2033 (Bd. Pat, App. & Inter, 1989), as to where broad language is followed by 
"such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by 
raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of 
the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. 
App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App, 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 
(Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 1 recites broad and narrower statements of a 
range/limitation as follows: "high relief patterned, more specifically patterned such that the plate 
on said at least one side within the area of said field or fields has/have reliefs wit high projections 
and deep valleys or recesses alternatingly". 
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In claim 2, the phrase "said punch" should be replaced by **said at least one punch** so 
that proper antecedent basis exists. 

In claim 4, the phrase "the starting materiar has no antecedent basis. 
In claim 10, the phrase "the powder" has no antecedent basis. 

Regarding claim 18, the phrase "i.e." renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 

In claim 20, the phrases "graphite or other ceramic material" or "other light metal" are 
indefinite. These constitute the use of broad and narrow limitations in the same claim. A broad 
range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the broad range or 
limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly 
set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. Note the explanation given by 
the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu 9 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then narrow 
language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a question or doubt 
as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely exemplary of the remainder 
of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of the claims. Note also, for 
example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 
USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949).

4. Claims 1,1 1,15,20 and 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by GB 2077634. 

GB 2077634 teaches a metal plate having a relief pattern thereon and a process for 
producing the same. 



5. Claims 2-10,12-14 and 16-19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
